penetrating clarity the 
fundamental duties and res- 
ponsibilities of the delegates 
ato the Indo-China 
ference. An a constructive 
piece of analysis, Mr Eden's 
speech yesterday was one of 
his best contributions to the 
conference oso far. Un- 
fortunately there are small 
srounds fur believing the 
reactions of the Communtlst 
representatives will be 
favourable or positive, In 
an admirably inelsive man 
ner the British Foreign 
Secretary summed up the 
existing situation at the 
conference as follows: agree 
ment has been reached that 
there should be a aimul- 
taneous cessation of hostili- 
tles in the three Indo-China 
associnted states; that there 
should be some form of 
(nternational supervision of 
the armiatice; that the 
questions of Cambodia and 
{nos should be examined. 
This {is na far as the con- 
ference haa progressed in 
the course of n month's 
deliberations, und no one 
would claim that it is an 
impressive achievement. It 
has been, however, suMfcient 
to keep the talka alive and 
to sustain hopes that some- 
thingy more tangible will be 
forthcoming. Yet it is 
noticeable that even Mr 
Eden is now beginning to 
feel doubts about any real 
nucceas attending the  coff- 
ference, and hin warning 
that unless the confereace 
resolves its differences It 
must honestly admit failure, 
muat be taken in al 
seriousiess, This is the 
first time Mr Eden hos 
voiced the possibility of the 
conference reaching an un- 
breakable dendlock, and the 
algnificance of the utterance 
may, perhaps, have some 
effect on the Communists.

NDERSTANDABLY, Mr 
Eden placed considerable 
emphasis on the stalemate 
which hos been reached 
regarding the composition 
of the supervisory commis- 
sion, yet his observations 
were wholly devoid of 
recrimination., His analysis 
of this impasse was x- 
pressed in impecenble terms 
and it is hard to believe 
that Mr Molotov and Mr 
Chou could foil to be 
impressed with his advocacy 
of his own proposals for 
resolving this particular 
problem, The Communists 
cannot with any honesty 
question the complete 
impartiality of the nations 
which Mr Eden suggests 
should form the supervisory 
commission—India, Pakis- 
tan, Ceylon, Burmu and 
Indonesia, and in the final 
analysis they can argue 
along one’ lino = only— 
whether the commission 
should bo invested with the 
right of the veto, Their in- 
aistence on this procedure 
in significant. When the 
conception of the veto was 
frat introduced in the 
United Nations it was in- 
tended to be a safeguard, 
Russia has since converted 
it Into n weapon of obstruc- 
tion and frustration, and it

What Britain 
Can Export 
To China 


BOT Lists More 
Than 400 Items 


London, June 11. 

As part of the general 
drive to capture more trade 
with Communist China, the 
British Board of Trade lust 
night published a list of 
more than 400 items that 
can now be exported there 
by British businéssmen 
subject only to 
licensing procedure. 


The Ust covers a wide range 
of gyods from small passenger 
curs. to musical Instruments, 
textile plant ond machinery, 
omece machinery, chemicals, 
drugs and leather goods. 


It also includes domestic 
electric appilances, photographic 
and cinematographic equipment, 
radio ond gramophone = equip- 
ment, Agricultural and horticul- 
tural equipment, including trac- 
tors and combine harvesters, are 
also in the Hst. So are textiles 
and clothing, some rubber goods, 
plastic matertals, foods and 
beverages, 


Other miscellancous goods 
Include pens, pencils, footballs, 
tennis racquets and boxing 
gloves, chess sets and traps for 
rats and mice, 

The Mist Itsel£ 
necessarily all that 
supplicd by British 
without infringing the severe 
restrictions which are still In 
force on the export of strategic 
goods—or even goods on which 
Q strategic potential could be 
built. 

But it is the frst time since 
export controls were introduced 
that a list has been made 
ovailable to British firms, who 
previously had to rely on thelr 
Qpplications for export licences 
either being accepted or 
rejected. 

Its publication follows a 
British attempt to change the 
unsatisfactory trade channels 
which existed with China where- 
by business could only be done 
through the Communist-control- 
led organisation in East Benin.

This ‘programme, Mr Eisenhower said, was 
designed to protect the nation’s freedoms, foster a 
growing prosperous peace-time economy, and to 
fulfil the Government’s obligations in helping té 
solve the human problems of the people. __ : 

The President said a” ’strohig’forthright foreign’ 


policy which the Administration was developing was 
basic to the protection of freedom.

Serious Lack 


Of Funds 
For S. Korea 


New York, June 10. 

United Natlons efforts to 
rehabilitale Korea are in 
danger of failing because of 
a “serlous” lack of funds, 
Lieatenmh(-General John B. 
Coulter, Agent-Genornl of 
the United Nations Recon- 
straction Agency, said to- 
day. 

General Coutter, who is here 
to try to encourage Governments 
to henour past pledyice of fnan- 
celal help and to obtain new 
funds, tuld u press conference at 
the United Nations headquarters: 
"We have spent of obligated 
almost all the money that has 
been contributed to us by the 
free countries of the world.” 

“As of May 31 this year all 
but three and a half million 
dollars had been committed to 
projects carried out on tho 
ground,” he sald, 

“Since this amount ia necea- 
sary for UNKRA‘s reserve and 
‘to meet pusstole future contin- 
gencies, this means that tho 
agency is unable now to initiate 
new projects. 

“At its last session the General 
Assembly authorised us to res 
celve pledges up to $208 million, 
a $16 million Inerease over our 
previous authorisation, 

“Aguinst this fgure we have 
received pledges of only $209 
million and of these pledges only 
$97 million has been paid to us. 

General Coulter sald that in 
fhe present situation the pro- 
gramme, already under {mple- 
inentatlon, would be able to keep 
going, but unless new funds 
were forthcoming and unless 
new projects could bo initlated, 
there would be a gap in the 
overall programme for the re~ 
construction of Korea.—Reuter,

The butter barons are baffled. 
Butter-starved Britain, they said, 
would buy every ounce they 
couki put on ‘the grocers’ 
counters, But the housewives of 
Britain, Snmypressed by the mar-~ 
garine marmfacturers’ claim and 
depressed by the mounting 
iw ce «of butter, bought less 
utter, not_more.

Ike Appeals 


For Exchange 
Of A-Secrets 


Washington, June 10. 
President Eisenhower to- 
day renewed hts appeal to 
Congress to permit greater 
exchange of atomic in- 
formation with the Western 
European alles, 


He told his weekly press con- 
ference that the present restric- 
tive law was etacted while the 
United States hoped it could 
maintain [ts monopaly tn tho 
manufacture of weapons, But, 
he added, they had not been 
able to do this, (The Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committeo 
jy at present studying tegisfation 
to permit such an exchange). 


Tho Presidena said that many 
of the basic hopes underlying 
the present law, which was 
passed In 1946, had been swept 
away and It was time to take a 
new look. 

Ho said that if thy United 
Btates expected the allles to 
work with it, they could not sit 
back and refuse to exchange 
atomic Information which could 
be of vital consequences to thelr 
socurity, 

‘The President also said thd 
United States must find ways 
and means of going ahead with 
ha proposal for on intcrnattonal 
pool of atomic energy materials 
for peaceful purposes,

Many others come hidden

TRAINED DOGS 


Behind the fence a wide area 
has been cleared of trees, 
bushes, bulldings or crops 
which might give cover to 
would-be refugees.

COMMUNIST — PEASANT 
RELATIONS 


HE conflicet—not too 
strong a word — 
between the Chinese 
Communists and 

peasants precipitated by the 
new phase of the Govern- 
ment's lund policy has hard- 
ly been noticed abroad as it 
deserves to be. Yet it is 
probably no exaggeration to 
say that it is the = most 
serious issue that the Com- 
munists have yet faced, 


In the still infantile state 
of Chinese industry and 
now with the Communists’ 
gigantic schemes of indus- 
trialisation embodied in the 
Five Years’ Plain, Chinese 
economy ix even more de- 
pendent than it always was 
on the peasants, four-fifths 
of the whole population, 
shrewd, unequalled in 
passionate devotion to the 
lau and tenacity of their 
rights. And now the Com- 
munists are defying these 
rights and seek to override 
the peasant’s ingrained in- 
dividualism, in order to 
force him into co-operative 
groups designed to lead to 
collectivisation of all the 
land. 


This decision, inherent 
though it is in Communist 
doctrine, was not apparent 
when the landlords’ estates 
were divided umong their 
tenants. The process of 
division was complicated 
but, broadly speaking, it 
resulted in three classes — 
some landlords who took 
part in the working of their 
own land and were even 
permitted to employ labour ;’ 
middle or rich peasants; 
and a huge community of 
poor peasants owning on 
an average about half an: 
acre apiece. 


DISCONTENT 


There have been reports 
of discontent among the 
latter—in the winter of 
1952-58 the Government 
was seriously disturbed by 
the numbers of peasants 
who threw up their land 
and flocked to big towns— 
but on the whole the pea- 
sants, having got. land 


which they had never had '}, 


before, seem to have don 
pretty well. . 


Above all, there was ‘no 
more war. Communist pro- 
paganda has made a great 
deal of. the. increase of 
agricultural ‘production 
under Red rule,

Having broken up 
the land Into small pieces 
the Communists could waste 
no time in knitting them 
together again. 


MUTUAL AID 


Hence during 1952 great 
publicity was given to the 
formation of mutual aid 
teams — which did not 
mean much more than that 
the members lent each 
other their Jabour when 
necessary — to lend on to 
“co-operative groups,” in 
which the land, labour and 
farming instruments of 
members are pooled, work 
is carried on under the 
direction of Communist 
cadres and profits are 
divided pro rata. — Ulti- 
mately all land would) be 
collectivised and = every 
peasant become a servant 
of the State. 


The peasant’s resentment 
to this scheme, not at all 
lessened by the domineering 
ways of the rural cadres, was 
plainly shown by three edicts 
from the State Administra- 
tive Council Inst year, the 
first enjoining that peasants 
must not be forced against 
their will into co-operative 
groups, their right to their 
own Jand must be respected: 
the second rebuking. the 
cadres for “commandism” 
and ordering them to co- 
operate with the farmers 
who knew better than they 
did: the third. ordering 
revision of taxation which 
ore. very unequally on 
different. districts. Collec- 
tivisation was practically 
dropped out of sight, men- 
tloned only as something 
that might be possible in a 
very far-off future, : 


"TEMPORARY 


These concessions _ were 


only temporary and not con-" 


cerned. .with . agriculture 


alone: The Communists. have

extinguished. Industry, 
agriculture, commerce, retail 
trade, even small handi- 
crafts, are gradually to be 
brought under State control 
—“ubsorbed into State 
capitalism” is the official 
phrase—during a transi- 
tional period leading to full 
socialisation, with the State 
owning and directing all 
activities. 


Consid¢cring the gross mls- 
management and waste in State 
enterprises as repeatedly cx- 
posed by Peking papers during 
the last year, It might have 
been thought that less, not 
more, State control would have 
been exercised while the inex- 
perlenced Communist managers 
were learning something of 
business. But "the new gencral 
line’ as tt is called is now 
irrevocably determined and 
propagandists have been sent 
out by thousands to preach It. 


As regards industrialists and 
merchants to whom the new 
line was first expounded at a 
conference of all the leaders 
last autumn, the Communists 
secm to have thought that, since 
this class is casily got at in tho 
towns it was merely necessary 
to issue orders. But they are 


clearly nervous of the peasants, - 


DISAGREEABLE 


In a long directive issued by 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party last December 
it is frankly admitted that “a 
conflict among the rural areas” 
must be expected. “Capitalist 
tendencies,” it is recognised, are 
the natural tendency among 
Chinese farmers—to develop 
their own land for their own 
famllics and if possible to add 
to it. This, says the Central 
Committee, is not only vicious- 
ly anti-social, tt is antagonistic 
to the whole principle of “tha 
general line,” in which agricul- 
ture will fted Industry and ine 
dustry supply agriculture with 
tools, mechanical ploughs and 
the menus plaisirs of Ufc. 


But again, it is emphasised, 
the. pensant must not be driven 
into co-opcratives ogainst 
will, “Voluntariness” on, 
part {9 indispensable. Nothing 
can be achieved until by argue 
ment and persuasion ~he has 
-been made to understand how 
necessary the general line is for 
the welfare of the country and 
how much he himself will

keepers, restaurants, shipping 
men and the like will be issued 
with what are known in Eng- 
land as caterers’ Mcences, Re- 
gular inspection and supervision 
will be exercised by the ap- 
propriate departments to check 
Irregularities. 


Grain purchase by the State 
has been enforced for at least 
four years and Its advantages 
to the nation cannot be denied. 
It has kept food prices fairly 
stable in towns, and on two 
occasions of near-famine tho 
Government has been able to 
help distressed provinces from 
the State granaries, But buy- 
ing by private merchants wae 
still practised, which the 
Central Committee condemns 
as leading to speculation and 
attempted cornering. 


UNINTELLIGIBLE 


What the peasant thought of 
it we do not know, but he docs 
not seem to like being made 
to sell his grain to the State. 
The Central Committee speaks 
of his “habit of parcelling out 
his grain and selling only 94 
little to provide money for im- 
mediate needs’; and - the 
People’s Dally tells of ‘‘shame- 
less at'empfs to hoard food’ 
that have been unearthed. 
Foreigners in China havo had 
enough experience of junior 
Communists to know how 
harshly they are likely to en- 
force the grain-buying, what- 
tver may be the kind inten~ 
tions of Peking, 


In the past the landlord was 
someone personal, neor at 
hand, whom the asant saw 
and knew. He might be a brute, 
though in fact many Chinese 
landlords treated their tenants 
much more kindly than Com- 
munist Propaganda allows, help- 
ing them tn bad times, 
supplying them with grain for 
sowing. 


Now the landlord is a remote, 
unintelligible thing called ‘the 
State," represented only by an 
dgnorant cadre, who deprives 
the peasont of his immemorial 
rights, tells him what and whete 
he Is to sow, whether food- 
stuffs or cash crops as the State 
may require, ond cramps him 
in a Nessus jacket of restrictlon 
and Interference such os he hos 
never known and against which 
ail his instincts and practice 
for thousands of years must 
rebel. 


‘FREE MAN 


Under the Empito Chineso 
bureaucracy was very smallj. its 


with an English-speaking 
population of almost exclu- 
sively British stock. 

Today, as a result of the 
large-scale import of new 
immigrants, every eighth 
Australian you meet here 
is n so-called “New Aus- 
tralian,” and more than 
half of them are of non- 
British origin. 

In the hope of getting 
their votes, the political 
parties printed election pro- 
paganda in all the = lan- 
guages of Europe. 

And that is not all. Res- 
taurants are catering for 
the new Australians and 
food shops are stocking the 
meat and hitherto unknown 
sausage which they like. 

Yes, these people now 
pouring in are going to 
have as important an effect 
on this country as it will 
have on them — and long 
befcre 1970, by when the 
immigration planners hope 
to have Increased Austra- 
lia's present population of 
8,000,000 toe 12,000,000.

Estrangement 


What Is more, unless we make 
a determined effort to see that 
this country gets a_ better, 
healthier, tougher, and more 
determined type of immigrant 
from Britain than we are send- 
ing out today, I foresee the 
gradual estrangement of Aus- 
tralia. 

For though the Immigration 
Department here 1s still Inslst- 
ing that 50 percent of immi- 
grants cach year must be of 
British stock, the department 
cannot prevent two factors from 
having on untoward effect:— 


A large proportion of British

Even with those who arrive

Many seem to be determined 
to remain Italian Australlans—. 
and indeed they have been 
encouraged by their own news- 
papers and priests. 


In Woolongong I found ao 
colony of Dutch grouped to-~ 
gether with thelr own bakeries 
and = restaurants, But the 
Dutch, unlike the Italans, are 
moking a conscious effort to 
Australianizo themselves and 
their families, The same goes 
for a Polish group. 


Anything which holds up and 
retards assimilation is politically: 
dangerous. It may lead to the 
creation of those forefgn voting 
groups which are such an un- 
desirable feature of American 
politics. 


My main conclusion is this, 
It fs the highest time for us 
in Britain to set about helping 
Australians with the difficult 
ond vital task of filling Austra- 
Mo with first-class immigrants 
and at the same time retaining 
the British character of tho 
country. .

: Growing Popularity: Of Dairy Firming 


1, Why Brown Cows Now Frown 


Beneath The Bough In Japan — 


Tokyo, June 10. 
Dairy farming is becoming increasingly popular in Japan but the 


problem is to find suffic 


fent room for the cattle. 


There is scarcely room for the people who farm the land and little 
room anywhere for a cow to move around... 


For every farm-household 
in Japan there are on an 
average about two acres of 
land. And a farm houae- 
hold consists of at least six 
people. 

‘The Japanese farmer's psolu- 
tlon to the space problem = for 
his dairy herd proves to be 
ximple enough: the herd is tled 
up in a byre and the cows never 
move away from ther stalls. 

The growing animal popula- 
tlon on Japanese land is leading 
tu something of a problem, 

Plus the cows, thera = are 
2,500,000 beef and draught 
cattle, about 1,000,000 pigs, and 
about one hen per head of the 
farm popwatlon of sumething 
like 38,000,000 people, nearly 
2,000,000 horses, 500,000 goats, 
up to 1,000,000 rabbita kept as 
alock, 


RURAL POPULATION 


In 1941 there were ap- 
proximately 2.01 acres per farm 
family; by 1052 this was down 
to 2.02 acres, 

A later trend, not yet statis- 
tically determined with any 
exietness, Is for the number of 
people on the land to grow 
rather than increase, Economists 
suy that economic pressure in 
the cHies is forcing young people 
to go back to ‘thelr parents’ 
farma, 

Therefore, while unemploy- 
ment figures In Industry do not 
seem to be increasing remark- 
ubly, there is much concealed 
unemployment, 

In Tokyo last February there 
were 66 bankruptcies among 
dextile merchants @lone—about 
three times the normal, = Their 
fallures, involving about 
£3,548,000, had repercussions 
among suppllers and other 
credilors. Oflice staffa were cut, 
messenger boys went back to the 
farm, and typists went home to 
help the spring cultivation in 
the rice paddies. 

Economists point out that this 
rise in. the number of persons 
in each farm unit in all cases

Since production on 
such «mall units can hardly be 
Inereased, an addition to the 
hands which work in the field 
simply means on addition to 
the number of mouth’ 

fed, at home, off the land. 


LESS FOOD 


The trend then is towards a 
general reduction in the amount 
of food that the Japanese farm 
can send to feed people in 
Japanese cities. 

Already, with only 15 per 
cent of the country available 
for cultivation, Japan has to 
{mport up to 3,600,000 tons of 
cereals to feed a population 
growing at the rate of 1,000,000 
a year. 

And the pressure grows as 
modern trends arrive. For 
Instance, Japanese mothers are 
being told that mlik is good 
for ‘children, The Ministry of 
Health Js supporting this new 
Idea (for Japan) and the 
Ministry of Education is co- 
operating in a school milk 
scheme. 

Primarlly conservative, the 
Jnpanese farmer on the whole 
stl uses human labour tn 
preference ty draught animals, 
stil uses a cow as a beast 
of burden rather than o horse 
and, i¢ he has o horse, prefers 
{t to machinery.

Dismissed 


The Full Court this 


morning dismissed an 


appeal brought by a knitting factory against a 
decision of District Judge J. Wicks who delivered 
judgment in favour of the Bank of Canton, who 
were the plaintiffs in an action for breach of con- 


tract. 


The appellant firm, tho Leader 
Knitting Factory, of reom 93, 
10 Ige House Streot, was not 
legally represented, A repre- 
sentative of the company, H. C 
Chiu, appeared In Court. 

The Bank of Canton was re- 
piszentcd by Mr 8. V. Gittins, 

tructed by Mr Cc. YY. Kwan of 
Cc. Y. Kwan and Company. 

The Court was composed of 
Mr Justice C. W. Reeve, Pulsne 
Judge, ond Mr Justice J. 
Reynolds, Acting Puisne Judge. 

Named as second, third and 
fourth respondents to the appeal 
respectively were the Commer- 
celal Trading Company, of 62 
Fuk Lo Tsun Road, second floor, 
Yau Wan-on, and H. S. Chang, 
merchants, 

The = represcntative of the 
wppellanmt firm told the Court 
that ho admitted that his com- 
pany hat obtaincd a loan of 
$8,000 from the Bank of Canton 
on the security of a cargo of 
men's socks. By Novernocr 15, 
1953, he repaid th: sum of 
$2,817.03 to the Bank. 

He said the valuc of the socks 
was then about $16,100, But 
the Bink subsequinthy sold the 
socks on November, 1953, at the 
then marist value of $10,760. 

Mr Justice Reece at this stage 
told Chiu that what he had said 
was not contained In the evid- 
ence. He reminded Chiu further 
that he had to address the Court 
only on what he considered was 
wrong In the Trial Judge's deci- 
sion, and that he was not to 
bring up any new evidence, 


WITHOUT HI8 APPROVAL 

Referring to the Trial Judge's 
summing-up, Chlu said = the 
Judge sppeared (o have mis- 
construed some of his remarks 
given In evidence, What he had 
{n fact said in evidence, he 
went on, wns that the method 
in which the Bank disposed of 
the cargo of socks was not in 
accordance with the contract 
agreed upon, and was done 
without his prior approval. 

Mr Justice Reece referred the 
appellant to the translation of 
the agreement between the two 
parties, in which It was 
stipulated that the Bank may 
dispose of the goods "...in such 
manner as the Bank may deem 
most advisable, and without the 
need for his (the appellant's) 
consent...." 

Chiu told the Court that on 
July 17, 1953, the Bank of 
Canton sent him ao letter saying 
that unless the repayment of 
the loan was made within a 
month, the socks produced ao 
security would be sold by auc~- 
tion. This term “auction” was 
the crux of the whole matter, 
he argued, It was later dis- 
covered, however, that the 
Bank did nt in fact sell the 
goods by duction, 

"When the socks were sold by 
the Bank fn thelr own manner, 
he wey not even notified, ard 
was therofore deprived of the 
opportunity of redeeming the 
socks, he addcd. 

After looking over the record, 
His Lordship told Chiu that, It 
showed that he had told the 
lower Court that he admitted 


the Bank was entitled to sell the | 


goods In rect manner they 
deemed advisable.
